Referring -to the Fy veer thrown 
cut of employment in donmequence’ of the 
prevailing trade depression, the Osaka” Asahi 
points out that. cotton-spinning companies in 
this country, numbering 39 in all, with o capital 
aggregating Y86,500,000 and having 1,600,000 
spindles among them, are reduced to a very try- 
ing position on - account of the depression of 
tmde with China: and at home. The total 
number of, oparatives employed’ at spinning 
mills in January was. 16, males 
and 69,592 femnles. At. the end: of: June 
the number had been reduced by about 
14,900.. “The number was further reduced 
by the exid of October last, qwhon male operatives 
numborod 14,825 and female operatives.
